The growth of the
educational work of the denomination in
'.I:·· nineteenth century has b;?en fully as
marked as lias been the growth of the de¬
nomination Itself.
In 1S04, "Rhode Island College" was the

only sdi'ool conducted by American Bap-
;.:.-. and it was In that year that the
name of tho institution was changed to
Brown University: To-day there are about
200 Baptist institutions of all grades in
North America, almost fifty of which were
organized in the years between ISSO and
18W, many of them being schools for the
colored people and Indians. At tho;be¬
guiling ,,r the present century the total
\·· ·' of Baptist school property did not
exceed $50,000, in 1S30 the total had in-
reaped to $2.<??.000, and now, at the close

ot the century, tho value of school prop¬
erty is fully $44,000.000. About one-half
of this sum is in grounds, buildings and
equipment, and about one^haif in en-

3 ··.-.:!. nts. At the beginning of the ccn-

tury there were in "Rhode Island Col-
leg··" :·-' students: there are now in
sch »ols and c dleges fully 40.000 students.

REVIVAL MOA'EMENTS.
The feature of 'the revival movements

which almost every religious bo3y is pre¬
paring to inaugurate at the opening of
the new century is the emphasis laid upon
! Church as an organization. Inde-
;.· ndent evangelistic movements, such as
Mr. Moody had some years ago, seem to
i.· tin,iKs of the past. This feature is to
·.,- observed, bolli in England and here,
la England the established church is
entering into the simultaneous mission
movement, barring, perhaps, the ritualist
party in it, although it is doing its work
ia its own way. Reports from all parts
of lingland arc to the effect that all
previous mission efforts are to be left
far behind in size and interest. London
has been divided into fifty-six centers.
in each of these 'the largest churches
have been selected and missioners are

îjl'ready a;jp>n;ed. Resides tho central
meetngs there are t·» be any number of
meetings, specially for cabmen, railway
em;.1".ves, servants, both male and female,
hlldren, and even for newspaper car¬

ri, rs, the meeting for the las·;, named to
be held at G. o'clock in the morning. The
campaign is to open on January 2Sth,
with what is expected! to be an historic
service in Guildhall, the Rev. Dr. Joseph
Parker being the preacher. From then
until April meetings arc to lie held in
«very city, hamlet and cross roads in all
England.
The ¡lev. F. B. Meyer is due to arrive

in this country on March 21st. next.
Under the Northfield extension move-
mi :: he will make a tour of the South
and West, speaking two to four days in
many principal cities. Meetings are to be
arn og ! under his direction for different
classes of people, according to employ-
m< :. ·.:·· at many different hoars. He
will speak to ministers especially. Fresh
from 'ihe Simultaneous Mission in Elig¬
ía·.-..!, in the management of which he!
i: ne ·¦;' the largest factors, ho will en-
deavor t·· stir up in the United States
some of th·· interest which i: is believe Ì
will by that lime obtain in England.
Tie- Rev. G. Campbell Morgan will, it is
expected, 1>·· lure by that time also, and
he will work as well under the North-field
Extension. This Extension was one of
th.· 1 .;· r schemes of Mr. Moody, but grew
up rather from a popular demand than
from any idea of Xorthfield's founder.
'':;i s in which appointments are to be
made have not yet been fixed; upon, but
it is said 'that applications that would
require time far exceeding that which
Mr. Meyer can spend here, have already
been received.

METHODIST HYMXA.L.
The Methodist Hymnal has been used in

its present form for twenty-four years,
and for seme years there has been a

growing sentiment in the church 'that a
revision was necessary, it has been
stated that of the 1,117 hymns in the,
Hymnal not more than one-third are

used by th·· congregations. The matter
was brought up in the last General Con-
ference, and that body authorized the
Bishops to apijeint a revision committee.
At their mee ing .a Trenton a few days
since the Bishops announced the names
of the men chosen by them to serve on
the committee. The chairman is the Rev.
Dr. S. V. Upham, of Drew Theological
Seminary. The others are the Rev. S.
C. Xut'ter, of St. Albans, Vermont; Pro¬
fi ssor C. T. Winchester, of AVesleyan.
University; the Rev. M. V. Simpson, of
Philadelphia; th- Rev. Dr. R. .1. Cooke,
of cram University; the Rev. AV. A.
Quayle, of Indianapolis; the Rev. Chas.
\V. Smith, of Pittsburg; professor Chas.
M. Stuart, of the Garrett Biblical Jn-ti-
tute, Chicago; and the Rev. Dr. ?'. ?.
Cobern, of Denver. 1; is the intention of
lhe committee to make a ve.ry through
revision of the Hymnal, and not only will
som.· of tli.· old unused hymns and tunes
be dropped, but many hymns that have
been written sin. e the last revision will
be added.

There
is next to be held a meeting in Cincinnati
in May, when it is hoped by agitation
meanwhile, to secure delegates from near¬
ly all of the thirty considerable Catholic
lay organizations.
Preparations are making for the next

meeting of t'.¡·· Association of Catholic
Colleges of the United States. This is
something new, and its main purpose is
to bring Catholic educational institutions
into line with the. Cathilic University at
Washington. Steady progress is making,
and the third conference lias just been
set for St. James' Hall. Chicago, April
11-L", next. An Important matter to come
up at that time is a report of 'the com-
mlttee on freshman conditions in Catho¬
lic Colleges. Topics selected for discus¬
sion include: ''The Catholic High School
? ·?· nient," "Educational Legislation,'.'
ahd the studies of English, History Greek,
and Science. An effort is now to be made
to secure co-operation between Catholic
female colleges and high schools and the
new Trinity College, which occupies the
.-ame place for women that the Catholic
University doe.- for men.

Tl 1E PRESBYTERIANS.
Presbyterians North set no stint upon

their twentieth century thank-offering,
but are setting out to raise all they can.

Methodists, to date, think they have se¬

cured ¡«.200,000 on their stint of 520,0O0,C«lK>,
but Presbyterians to the number of 17G
out of a total of 232 have now named
local committees on money raising, and
the Rev. Dr. C. A. Dickey, the present
Cenerai Assembly Moderator, is to give
all of his time until May to the leading
of tho movement. His personal expenses
in traveling about in the interest of the
fund have been guaranteed by Philadelphia
Presbyterians. The purpose of the fund
Is to pay off Church debts, increase col¬
lege endowments, enlarge gifts to mis¬
sions, secure local improvements, and ex¬
tend Presbyterianism. The benevolences
of this religious body rose during the cen¬
tury now closing from $2.500 to $3.250.000
a year. In 1S00 It cost about ÍPO.Ü00 to
maintain all of the Presbyterian Churches
in America during· the year 1S00. It cost
$11.000.000 to maintain all of them this year.
Tlie lliOl Convention of the Bpworth

league, is to be held in San Francisco in
July, and efforts aro now being made to
secure low round trip rates for the dele¬
gates who .will go from the East.
